NOTES OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


NOTE 1. ORGANIZATION. 

Town of Randolph, New Hampshire is a nonprofit agency organized under the laws of the State 
of New Hampshire. Town of Randolph, New Hampshire is governed by an elected board of 
selectmen, treasurer, tax collector, town clerk, auditor, and three trustees of trust funds. 


NOTE 2. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES. 

The accompanying financial statements of Town of Randolph, New Hampshire, Inc. have been 
prepared using the modified accrual method of accounting. The significant accounting policies 
followed are described below to enhance the usefulness of the financial statements to the reader. 


FUND ACCOUNTING 

To ensure observance of limitations and restrictions placed on the use of resources available to the 
Town, the accounts of the Town are maintained in accordance with the principals of fund 
accounting. This is the procedure by which resources for various purposes are classified for 
accounting and reporting purposes into funds established according to their nature and purposes. 
Separate accounts are maintained for each fund; however, in the accompanying financial 
statements, funds that have similar characteristics have been combined into fund groups. 
Accordingly, all financial transactions have been recorded and reported by fund group. 


The assets, liabilities and fund balances of the Town are reported in three self-balancing fund 
groups: 
General funds, which include unrestricted resources, represent the portion of expendable funds 
that is available for support of Town of Randolph, New Hampshire operations. 


Trust funds represent resources restricted for cemetery and other purposes. 
General Fixed Assets funds represent resources invested in buildings, land and equipment. 


Investments 
Savings accounts and certificates of deposit with original maturities over 90 days are classified as 
investments in the balance sheet. 


Taxes Receivable 

Property taxes receivable are stated at the amount of unpaid principal and interest ai year end or at 
the time of lien. Interest on taxes receivable is accrued daily on the outstanding balances at 12%. 
Interest on prior year tax liens is accrued daily on the outstanding balance at 18%. Tax liens are 
levied for unpaid taxes 18 months over due. 


NOTE 3. CHANGES IN DEFERRED RESTRICTED AMOUNTS

NOTE 4. INCOME TAX. 

The Town of Randolph, New Hampshire is an exempt organization under the Internal Revenue 
Code 501 (c) (3) and similar provisions of the State Code. Therefore, no provision for income 
taxes has been made.

NOTE 5. GRANTS. 

During the year ended December 31, 1994, the Town of Randolph, New Hampshire was awarded 
a grant by the State of New Hampshire for the amount of $ 8,114. These funds are restricted to 
highway and road maintenance. In addition, the State returned room and meals’ tax revenue 
sharing funds $9,385. 


NOTE 6. PRIOR PERIOD ADJUSTMENT 


An adjustment was made to recognize the value of land, building and equipment owned by the 
Town of Randolph, $362,800. No depreciation was recognized in this period. The balance of 
cash at the beginning of the period was adjusted by $25 for an error in 1993. Tax liens 
outstanding ($28,740) were not reported in the previous year’s balance sheet. 


NOTE 7. DUE TO OTHER GOVERNMENTS 
The Town of Randolph tuitions all students to Gorham for elementary, middle and high school. 
The amount of $ 335,506 is due to the Gorham School District for this tuition. 


NOTE 8. TAX ANTICIPATION NOTE 
A Tax Anticipation Note was secured by the Town of Randolph in May 1994 in the amount of 
$150,000. The note carried a 3% interest rate. It was repaid at year end. 


NOTE 9. TRANSFERS 

As appropriated, $33,500 was transferred to the Trust Funds from the General Funds for future 
equipment and building replacement and for general assistance. As was set aside in prior periods, 
$17,359 was transferred from Trust Funds to the General Fund to pay for the revaluation of town 
properties. 


NOTE 10. CONTRIBUTIONS 
The Town of Randolph received two significant gifts during the year ending December 31, 1994, a 
parcel of land valued at $2,100 and a pager system for the Randolph Life Squad valued at $3,156.

REPORT ON THE INTERNAL CONTROL STRUCTURE BASED ON AN AUDIT 
OF FINANCIAL STATEMENTS PERFORMED IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
GOVERNMENT AUDITING STANDARDS

I have audited the financial statements of the Town of Randolph as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 1994, and have issued my report thereon dated February 20, 1995. 


I conducted my audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and Government 
Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards 
require that I plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. 


In planning and performing my audit of the financial statements, I considered its internal control 
structure in order to determine my auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing my opinion 
on the financial statements and not to provide assurance on the internal control structure. 


The management is responsible for establishing and maintaining an internal control structure. In 
fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and judgments by management are required to assess the 
expected benefits and related costs of internal control structure policies and procedures. The 
objectives of an internal control structure are to provide management with reasonable, but not 
absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, 
and that transactions are executed in accordance with management's authorization and recorded 
properly to permit the preparation of financial statements in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles. Because of inherent limitations in any internal control structure, errors or 
irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the 
structure to future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate because of 
changes in conditions or that the effectiveness of the design and operation of policies and 
procedures may deteriorate. 


For the purpose of this report, I have classified the significant internal control structure policies and 
procedures in the following categories: 

Receipts, support and revenue 

Acquisitions and payments 

Investments 

Budget Monitoring 
For all of the internal control structure categories listed above, I obtained an understanding of the 
design of relevant policies and procedures and whether they have been placed in operation, and I 
assessed control risk. 


I noted certain matters involving the internal control structure and its operation that I consider to be 
reportable conditions under standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants. Reportable conditions involve matters coming to my attention relating to significant 
deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control structure that, in my judgment, could 
adversely affect the organization's ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data 


in a manner that is consistent with the assertions of management in the financial statements. 


A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or operation of one or more of 
the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or 
irregularities in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial statements being audited 
may occur jand not be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of 
performing their assigned functions. 


My consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in the 
internal control structure that might be reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not 
necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses as 
defined above. However, I believe none of the reportable conditions described above is a material 
weakness. 


I also noted other matters involving the internal control structure and its operation that I have 
communicated to the management in a separate letter dated February 1, 1995. 


This report is intended for the information of the selectmen and State of NH Department of 
Revenue. However, this report is a matter of public record and its distribution is not limited.

The Conservation Commission recommends that the article below be placed 
in this year's Town warrant. When passed, it will permit a portion of 
the land use change tax to be placed in a conservation fund. This is 
consistent with the Town Master Plan. 


As you know, the land use change tax is imposed when land is taken out 
of current use status. RSA 79-A:25 authorizes a municipality to vote 
to deposit all or a portion of this tax into a conservation fund at 

the time it is collected. According to the NH Association of Conserva- 
tion Commissions, over 50 municipalities have approved such an article. 


The land use change tax is neither a new nor an additional tax. Rather 
it is a straightforward method to build a fund for conservation purposes 
from money raised when land is removed from a "conserved" status. 

As directed by the RSAs, the funds may be used for land management, 
repair projects, land acquisition, and studies undertaken by the 
Commission. For example, were there such a fund now, it could be used 
to repair and make safe the damaged bridge in Town-owned Mossy Glen. 
Or be the source of money should someone offer land to the Town at a 
bargain sale. Having the article passed now gets the Town ahead of the 
curve, because most often, real estate deals do not wait for the next 
town meeting. 


Article for 1995 Town Warrant 


"To see if the Town will vote to deposit 50% of the revenues 
collected pursuant to RSA 79-A(the land use change tax) in 
the conservation fund in accordance with RSA 36-A:5 III as 
authorized by RSA 79-A:25 II."

In 1994, the Commission completed its first major phase with the 
publication of the NATURAL FEATURES INVENTORY of Randolph. It is a 
68 page report documenting the natural heritage of Randolph. Over 
220 copies have been distributed. 


The Inventory represents the base line data from which we will start 
the next major phase-the conservation plan as highlighted in the Town 
Master Plan. This effort has begun and will result in recommendations 
to implement appropriate conserving and restoring strategies. 


"Randolph's natural features are not isolated remnants set against 

a human landscape--they are gems sparkling in a rich natural back- 
ground." Thus reads the opening paragraph of the Significant Natural 
Features section of the Inventory. This entire section(pages40-48) 
was added to the Town Master Plan at a public hearing conducted by 
the the Planning Board, which felt that the 13 Significant Natural 
Areas deserved additional attention. Such action reinforces the 
Commission's work as being in concert with the Town Plan. 


Randolph is blessed with energetic citizens who care enough about 
conserving and preserving the natural heritage that is Randolph to 
volunteer their time on the Commission. We meet regularly the 2nd 
Tuesday of the month at the Town Hall. Everyone is welcome. 


In December, Doug Mayer was obliged to withdraw to attend fully to 

his work. We thank him for his help and insight, and welcome his focus 
on protecting the trails for the Randolph Mountain Club. 

Our thanks, too, go to the Randolph Foundation for its generous 
Support in printing the Inventory.

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RANDOLPH FIRE DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT - 1994 


Randolph Fire Department responded to eleven emergency calls 
during the past year, including two mutual aid calls to the 

Town of Jefferson. Under our agreement, as members of the 
Northern New Hampshire Fire Aid Pact, we may, from time to time, 
have to give aid to other members. The Jefferson Fire Department 
has given aid to Randolph many times in past years. Randolph and 
Jefferson Fire Departments have shared in training exercises many 
times over the years, and it shows in how well we work together. 


Department members welcomed four new members this year; three 
active firefighters and one junior member. A junior member is 
anyone between sixteen and eighteen years of age who wishes to 
learn about the fire service and become a firefighter at age 
eighteen. Contact the Chief for more information. 


Throughout the year members continue to train in the use and 
operation of fire apparatus and Equipment. We have a very active 
department; response time is great, and morale is high. 


The Town of Randolph has received donations of fire equipment 

and services from the Randolph Fireman's Association totaling 

just over thirteen hundred dollars, and numerous donations of fire 
equipment from other fire departments. Over the past year, we 
have supplied six firemen with NFPA standard 1975 protective 
clothing. 


A yearly reminder: Smoke Detectors can and do same lives so 
check their operation and batteries at least twice a year.

1994 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


1994 was the most successful year to date for the 
Androscoggin Valley Regional Refuse Disposal District and 
its marketing of recyclables. 


The Materials Recovery Facility located on Route 110 in 
Berlin processed 2366.50 tons of recyclables for the period 
January 1, 1994 through December 31, 1994 for a net 
marketing revenue of $96,605.19. This is a 46% increase in 
marketing revenues over 1993. Materials were marketed for 
the District by FERCO Recycling, Inc. of Berlin. 


During the period November 1, 1993 through October 31, 
1994,. the fiscal accounting year for municipal solid waste 
(MSW), 7835.34 tons of MSW were disposed of in District 
approved landfills which represents a 1.02% increase over 
the previous year. The cost of disposing of this waste at 
a commercial facility other than Mt. Carberry would have 
been $454,449.72. The District recycling rate for this 
same period was 39%. 


In February 1994, Robert Platt retired as Administrator 
Coordinator with over five years of involvement with the 
organization and management of AVRRDD. Sharon Gauthier 
the District Administrative Assistant was promoted to the 
position of Administrator/Coordinator effective March 1, 
1994. 


In April 1994, Raymond Chagnon of Berlin was re-elected as 
District Chairman. John Normand of Northumberland and 
Joanna Fyon of Jefferson were both re-elected to the 
positions of Vice Chairman and Secretary/Treasurer 
respectively. Other District Representatives are Clara 
Grover of Errol, Earl Wadsworth of Dummer, Bryan Lamirande 
of Milan, Yves Zornio of Gorham, David Tomlinson of 
Randolph, Diane Vinyard of Stark and Frederick King of Coos 
County. 


In June 1994, the District conducted its third annual 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day which was held at 
the Gorham Town Garage. 118 households participated in the 
collection, a 40% increase over the previous year. The 
project was funded through a charge of 50 cents per capita 
for the population of each member municipality based on the 
1990 federal census population count. The State of New 
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Hampshire reimbursed the District at the rate of 25 cents 
per capita after the collection was completed. 


In August 1994, the District implemented an optional office 
paper/"junk" mail recycling program. "Optional" meaning it 
would not be part of a municipal collection program but 
individuals could deliver their office paper/"junk" mail to 
the Materials Recovery Facility directly. 


The District ended 1994 with unaudited assets of 
$918,342.37 which consisted of the Route 110 Materials 
Recovery Facility, recycling equipment, land, miscellaneous 
equipment, office equipment, operating capital and capital 
reserve accounts. Liabilities were $525,000 which consists 
of longterm debt to the New Hampshire Municipal Bond Bank 
for money borrowed to build and equip the Materials 
Recovery Facility. This is a ten year bond with the final 
payment due in August 2001.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON OFFICERS STIPENDS 
January 1, 1995 


Pursuant to the vote of the Town Meeting of March 8, 1994 "To form a committee to review 
and study officers stipends for the purpose of determining whether payment of such stipends is fair 
and legal. The panel selected shall meet and make recommendations by January 1, 1995, and the 
results of said meeting voted on at 1995 Town Meeting,” the committee consisting of William Bradley 
(Chairman), Auvern Kenison, and Robert Savage hereby submits the following report: 


The committee met on two occasions, the first to decide on procedures for data collection, 
the second to review data and reach consensus on recommended changes in the salary structure. In 
addition to these meetings, we consulted former selectmen for their suggestions, and interviewed 
town officials in Jefferson and Shelburne. whose size and form of government most closely 
approximate those of Randolph. ) 


Our interviews with Jefferson and Shelburne officials produced comparative data displayed 
in TABLE ONE. The table shows that existing salaries are not significantly out of line with those in the 
other towns. Based on consultation with former selectmen, we have concludes that the salary scale 
needs some fine tuning, but not a radical revision, which is presented in TABLE TWO... 


Recommended Changes 


(1) Increase salaries of Selectmen from current $ 900 for First Selectmen and $750 for the 
other two selectmen to $1,050 for First Selectman and $900 for each of the other two Selectmen. This 
more closely approximates salaries in the other towns. The total budget increase is $450. 


(2) Increase salary of Town Clerk to $400. Staff the position of Deputy Town Clerk at a salary 
of $100. This is to assure continuity should the Town Clerk's office become vacant. the budget 
increase is $200. 


(3) Add the position of Deputy Tax Collector at a salary of $500. This is to assure continuity 
should the Tax Collector's office become vacant. The total budget increase is $500.

(4) Add $120 salary to the position cy Ricinate to the Planning Board , which is presently 
unpaid. This will bring it into line with the Board of Adjustment, whose alternates receive the same 
salary as regular members. The total budget increase is $+26- 240. 


(5) Add the position of Representative to the Androscoggin Valley Regional Refuse Disposal 
District, at a salary of $120 (similar to members of the Planning Board). The total budget increase is 
$120.

In calendar year 1994, our three (3) leading causes of flres were No Permit, Children 
and Rekindles of fires where the fire was not properly extInguished. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 |1, the fire permit taw, and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a 
year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire Officials, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit Is required. 
This also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a controlled burn.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
1994 REPORT 


The year 1994 has been a record project year for the Council. In 
1994, we received approval for $3 million of EDA Title I 
construction assistance for member towns and submitted a proposal 
for another $1.5 million for’a project in 1995. The $4.5 miesice 
resulting from these projects will go a very long way toward 
development of jobs in three of the region's growth centers. We 
are working diligently to see another $5 million investment in 
three other growth centers and development target areas over the 
next three years from EDA. 


The Council's Transportation Planning program continues to grow 
in stature and accomplishments. In addition to completing a 
regional bike-pedestrian plan this year, we coordinated a 
regional transportation enhancement program which resulted in $2 
million worth of innovative transportation projects being funded 
in the North Country. We also provided major road and bridge 
technical assistance to eight towns in cooperation with NH DOT. 
Two additional towns received help with Road Surface Management 
Systems, bringing the total number of towns in the region with 
NCC RSMS programs to ten. This coming year will be busier than 
last with the assembly of our Regional Transportation Improvement 
Plan, Scenic Byways’ Initiative, Route 16°° Corridor’ “Staday 
Statewide Transportation Modeling Study and numerous local road 
and bridge projects. 


In 1994 the Council hosted the second Annual Ingenuity Fair at 
Bretton Woods. The Fair showcased the products of 100 North 
Country manufacturers and was attended by 10,000 people. Our 
third Annual Business Conditions Survey was mailed to 3,000 
businesses across the region. The results of the survey provided 
valuable insight into workers comp, credit availability, and 
general business conditions in the North Country. The fourth 
survey iS being compiled at the time of this report. 


The Council has also been involved in the design and development 
of three recreation facilities across the region and has provided 
engineering assistance for landfill closures, environmental site 
assessments, large septic projects, road drainage and realignment 
projects and water system installations in 12 different towns. 


With funding from the Environmental Protection Agency the Council 
was able to digitize hydric soils and high altitude satellite 
image maps of wetlands for all 51 towns in the region. The maps 
were distributed gratis to all towns in the region. The Council 
provided floodplain management, and flood insurance technical 
assistance to 7 towns this year and provided over 600 hours of 
local planning technical assistance. We continued to provide 
circuit riding planning assistance to two municipalities. 
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Two multi-community programs were started, one involving four 
communities, to begin a dialogue of use of the Moore Reservoir and 
the Connecticut River, and the other involving twelve towns to look 
at cooperative economic development in the central part of the 
region. Community Development Block Grants were written for five 
towns and all the grants were funded. 


The Council has accomplished all these projects (and many more that 
cannot be listed here due to space limitations), with a very small 
staff. We are committed to staying as lean as possible. Staff 
people on board that are available for regional activities are: 
Preston Gilbert, Executive Director; Cathy Conway, Engineering 
Coordinator; Claire Douglass, Planning Coordinator; James Steele, 
GIS Coordinator; Sharon Penney, Transportation Planner; Liz Ward, 
Small Business Development Coordinator, Berta Clark, Secretary; and 
Marghie Seymour, Solid Waste Consultant. 


The Council is your organization. We are membership based, and we 
exist to respond to the needs of the region. On behalf of the 
Board of Directors, I want to thank you for your involvement and 
support. We're here as you need us.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


At the 1994 Town Meeting, voters approved several changes to 
the existing Land Use Ordinance. These changes were suggested by 
the board to better meet the needs of the residents of the town. 


At this years Town Meeting, three additional amendments to the 
Land Use Ordinance are being proposed. 


The first amendment as proposed is to remove the word "FREEWAY" 
from the definition of a STREET as defined in Section 3.23 of the 
Land Use Ordinance. 


The second amendment as proposed is to change the definition 
of a condominium as presently defined in the Land Use Ordinance to 
conform with the definition currently used in the Subdivision 
regulations. Presently two different definitions of condominium 
exist, thus creating the possibility for confusion which this will 
hopefully eliminate. 


The third amendment as proposed is the addition of a Section 
addressing driveway permits. The purpose of this proposed amendment 
is to ensure the proper location, grade, and drainage structures 
of driveways. This will promote the safety of the traveling public, 
a safe approach to town roads, and proper drainage and snow 
plowing considerations in regards to the towns responsibilities in 
maintaining town roads. 


The planning board also worked through the year on reviewing 
and proposing changes to the Randolph Subdivision Regulations. 
Public hearings will be held in January of 1995 to consider the 
changes as proposed. 


Also considered by the planning board, as presented by the 
Randolph Conservation Commission, iS an amendment to the town’s 
Master Plan. The Conservation Commission has drawn up a list of 13 
areas of special natural significance, and the board will hold 
public hearings in early 1995 to consider a proposal to attach the 
list to the current master plan as an appendix. 


During the year the board approved a one lot subdivision for 
Robert Kenyan on Randolph Hill Road. Other subdivision proposals 
were heard by the board with final action in 1995. 


Meetings of the planning board are held on the first Tuesday 
of each month, and the public is invited to attend.

Walking by or driving by the Randoiph Public Library you would not be aware of the 
changes that have occurred inside. The outside appearance does not show that our library has 
moved into the present time and has become an up-to-date library. The children’s collection has 
moved into a room of its own, the small west room, and has grown significantly. Story hour. 
held Wednesdays at 10:00, have been a huge success. It has drawn more than 245 people to the 
library and has increased book borrowing by a third. Children are vociferous readers! The 
computer that Fred Hubbard donated to the library two years ago now has a card cataloging 
program donated free from another library. And thanks to our volunteers for their countless 
hours of work we now have a partial card catalog for our book collection and an almost complete 
shelf list . And to all of you who have donated books and money to purchase books, especially 
those Randolph authors who have volunteered their own work, "THANK YOU". The Randolph 
Foundation has also been a constant help with our many projects. With all of your support, we 
have been able to add 392 volumes to our shelves over the past year. 

The trustees and librarians volunteered their time this past summer to extend the library 
hours to include Monday evenings from 7-9pm. This has been popular with those in the 
community who work during the day and with those devoted hikers who hate to give up a good 
day on the trails. The library saw a total of 510 visitors who took out a total of 805 volumes. 
Another new service to our patrons was our first edition of "Randolph Library Notes". Tom 
Barrow wrote a short summary and critique of some of his favorite Science Fiction and Fantasy 
books. We are hoping next summer to get other people to review their favorites. 

Our August book sale and bake sale was a financial success and a fun day. Thank you 
to all our "Friends of the Library" who worked to set up, bake items, and those who worked 
during the day. And thank you to the children who raised their own money to purchase new 
children’s books. 

October 2 was our second "Winter Books Day" open house. Ingrid Gratf and Jim Hunt 
offered favorite stories of theirs and Bruce Kimball entertained us with melodious saxophone 
music while we filled our bags with books to read throughout the long winter. 

The next time you are out walking or driving by the library and see a light on or the door 
ajar do come in for a visit. I think you will be pleasantly surprised at the collection of books 
we have to borrow. One of our goals over the next few years is to involve more year round 
residents in the library so if you have any suggestions or ideas please see one of the trustees or 
librarians.

T 
committee has no authority to disburse funds, but simply makes recommendations to the | 
of Selectmen to take under advisement. At the initial meeting, the committee voted Mark

Status: 

At its initial meeting, the committee discussed the possible use of an existing town-owned : 
acre parcel on the northerly side of Route 2, East of the current fire station and bordered on 

West side by Alman Farrar. In order to proceed further, a sight plan will need to be develor 
which includes a topographic map. The proposed site currently has a number of high spots 
with the topographic study in-hand, a site plan and building plan can be developed. 


Next Steps: 

The committee will have an active year after the completion of the topographic detail. It w 
be our hope that by next year's town meeting, a complete building plan and budget could be 
submitted for town approval.

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BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT - 1994 REPORT 


The Board of Adjustment held three hearings during 1994. 


The first hearing,held in February, was for the Gorham Water Dept. 
They requested a variance to upgrade the 20,00 gal. spring house on 
Randolph Hill Road to a 60,000 gal. burried tank and an above ground 
monitoring and treatment building. The Board found that Gorham did not 
meet the five requirements necessary to obtain a variance and voted 5 to 


0 to deny. 


The second hearing was held in August for Lucien Breault. 
Mr. Breault requested a variance to place a 10'x50' mobile home on a 
substandard sized lot on Durand Road. The five requirements for a 
variance were not met and the variance was denied. 


The third hearing was held in October. A variance was requested 
by the Tuckers to replace their current septic system, which was in failure, 
with a new system which did not meet the 100' water setback. Because 
of conditions of the site the board found that the five requirements for a 
variance had been met and the variance was granted.

OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE RANDOLPH SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


As I write my third report to you as Superintendent of Schools, 
I look back on the last three years with a great deal of 
satisfaction. Progress has been made in improving relations and 
communications between and among our students, their parents, 
our staff, and our communities. The result is an improvement 
in the quality of educational opportunity available to all. 


The Arts. Last year, as we tried to convince the towns of 
Dummer and Milan that a workable and affordable cooperative 
school district could be formed, the staff and students of Gorham 
Middle/High School offered a shortened version of their musicale, 
"CABARET." Our guests from Dummer and Milan left that 
evening impressed with the enthusiasm and talent shown by our 
students and, further, impressed by a school that invests its 
time and energy in such productive experiences for the school 
and community. All of us who have attended the concerts and 
listened to our students led by Matthew Peer and Daniel Murphy 
can attest to the quality of our student musicians and vocalists. 
Those visitors touring the building have had further praise for 
the quality of our art program as they saw the displays of work 
completed with William Scolere's creative support. Our 
dramatic presentations have had equal praise: T7he Crucibleisa 
difficult play but our players captured the audience in the 
“hysteria” of the Salem witch trials. It is a pleasure to report 
that the arts are “alive and well" at Gorham Middle/High School! 


Academic Excellence: Gorham Middle/High School continues to 
produce a superior student product. Eighty-five percent of the 
graduating class of 1994 went on to further education. Sixty- 
four percent of the class are attending four-year colleges and 
universities. Our graduates report an excellent success-rate: 
the skills and knowledge obtained here make them competitive 
with the best students from other areas of the nation. Once 
again, in 1994, our student/scholars led New Hampshire in the 
competitive “We, the People...” program testing their knowledge 
of the United States Constitution. We are proud of the 
accomplishments of Michael Brosnan and his students. At the 
Edward Fenn Elementary School, our “We Deliver” program has 
won recognition by the NH School Partnership for its promotion 
of citizenship and responsibility in students and Patricia 
Weathers has completed training in the "Reading Recovery” 
program that has a high success rate in developing reading skills 
in young children before they become “discouraged readers.” 


Community Service: One of the most exciting experiences this 
year was the work done by GM/HS students during their 
“community service” days. David Dernbach, Reuben Rajala, and 
Michael Stewart joined our staff in providing supervision for 
outdoor projects that revitalized the Moose Brook State Park trail 
system. Other students worked with community members on 
recycling projects, research projects in community history, and 
service projects for the elderly. Randolph and its neighboring 
communities can be justifiably proud of the quality of work and 
service provided by our students.

Principal’s Report 


Improving education statewide continues to be a focus for the State Board of Education. The 
Board’s efforts have resulted in the implementation of the New Hampshire Educational Improvement 
Program (NHEIAP) for the third grade. The first assessment for language and mathematics has been 
completed and the results will provide some insight and direction needed to upgrade and improve 
standards. In the near future this program will assess science and social studies and will include grades six 
and ten. 


Our Technology Task Force has completed its second year of deliberations and has submitted 
recommendations for implementation of a computer program for the elementary school. This year a few 
computers were available for classroom use through our library/media center. Teachers checked out 
computers whenever they were available. Terrell Bell and Donna Elmquist, authors of How to Shape Up 
Our Nations’ Schools, published in 1991, recommended that no more than three students should share one 
computer and every student should spend one-third of the school day using computers and related 
instructional systems. We have a long way to go before we can implement such a program. I hope that 
each classroom will be equipped with computers within the next few years. The 21st century is fast 
approaching and our students need to know how to use computers to access the wealth of information 
needed to solve problems and communicate electronically. 


The P.T.O. has generously contributed funds for the purchase of an LCD screen to be used with 
computers. This group’s support has helped the school to advance technologically. Their support is 
welcome and appreciated. Unfortunately, due to an insufficient number of participants, the group has 
disbanded but hopes to reorganize in the future. 


In an attempt to upgrade and improve our academic reporting system, a new report card format 
has been developed by the Report Card Committee. Mrs. MacDonald, a member of the committee and 
fourth grade teacher. volunteered to test the new report card as did Mrs. Avery, first grade teacher. The 
new system does not use the traditional A,B,C,D and E, but focuses more on accounting for the 
proficiency of skills and the accountability for progress. It is a more comprehensive approach that more 
effectively identifies academic strengths and weaknesses. This reporting system will be implemented one 
grade at a time each year. 


The rate of change in the nineties constitutes a great challenge for all communities. Children’s 
emotional and social needs are increasing. Coupled with technological advances, teachers continue to 
search for techniques and answers to facilitate learning. In effect, home and schools need a closer 
relationship. With that in mind, I encourage parents of school age children to become involved with their 
children’s school. Together we can do a better job in providing a brighter future for our children.

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Principal's Report 


I believe that when one's senses are attuned an individual may immediately detect whether 
a school is "healthy" or not. 


The first indicator is the noise level. There should be a "productive hum,” an electrical 
buzz of focused energy, like a spmning dynamo generating power, in the building. Too little noise 
means "busy-work" and the stifling of ideas; too much signifies an absence of academic focus and 
personal control. 


The second indicator is the evidence of "ocular proof," the truth of vision. A well- 
maintained physical plant, new or old, suggests a pride in the school. And taking "reverend care" 
of the old--whether it be desk, floor, wall, or light--is the measure of respect shown by students, 
staff, or others who utilize the building seven days a week. 


Thirdly, what adorns the walls tells the story of how a school feels about itself: An 
entryway, for example, reflects in the objects chosen to be displayed its commitment to 
academics, its pride in its athletic teams, its understanding of the importance of the arts, its 
recognition of extraordinary achievements, its support of diversity, and its respect for tradition 
and history. 


Finally, the interaction between students and their peers, students and faculty, faculty and 
administration--all possible combinations of relationships--tell unequivocally the "esprit," the 
morale, and the ethos of the people who occupy the building in the 180 days of school mandated 
by the state. Tension, anger, frustration, fear, depression or withdrawal on the part of individuals 
indicate a repressive environment or a school no longer in control of itself: In a "healthy" school 
the interaction between two persons or among those in larger groups is conducted with mutual 
respect, a willingness to listen, an absence of judgmental bias, an ease of written or oral 
expression, and a tolerance of divergent views. 


It is my belief that Gorham Middle/High School meets all of the four criteria described 
above. The building, given its age and the constant wear and tear, is "healthy." A proactive 
response to possible problems and a continuing commitment to the infrastructure keep the 
physical plant attractive, well-lighted, and warm. Individual corridors, rooms, and other areas 
where people gather evince positive and productive goings-on. And the overall professionalism of 
the staff and the good behavior of students set a tone for intellectual and personal growth on the 
part of all in the school community. 


Gorham Middle/High School is a hive of focused activity where the buzz of sustained 
energy convinces me that what we are about is serving our students, parents, teachers, and 


townspeople well.

KNOW WHO PAYS FOR THE STUDY? THE TOWN CAN AUTHORIZE THE SPENDING OF MONEY. 
AUVERN KENISON WANTED TO KNOW WHAT KIND OF EXPENSES WERE INCURRED AND 
HOW MUCH ACTUALLY SPENT? THERE ARE EXPENSES FOR PRINTING NOTICES, LEGAL FEES
